FEDERAL POLITICS: FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
PROMISES MORE JOBS FOR YOUTH

OTTAWA (CUP) -- The federal 
government jumped into the second 
half of its term last week promising 
more jobs and a better future for 
youth, but some student leaders say 



it's more hype than action. 

On Feb. 27, in the second

The Photo Editor is in charge of assigning, collecting and developing photos for the 
newspaper on a weekly basis. They are expected to be available to the production directors 
when necessary as well as taking photos themselves should the need arise. An honorarium 
will be paid. 

The Redacteur (trice) fran9ais (e) is in charge of assigning, collecting and editing articles 
for the French department on a weekly basis. They are expected to assist in production by 
laying the pages out and being available to the production directors when necessary as well 
as contributing to the writing of articles should the need arise. An honorarium will be paid. 

The Features Editor is in charge of assigning, collecting, writing and editing features for 
the newspaper on a monthly basis. They are expected to assist in production by laying the 
pages out and being available to the production directors when necessary. An honorarium 
will be paid. 

The Circulation Director is in charge of the distribution of the paper on campus as well as 
in the city of Sudbury on a weekly basis. This person is expected to develop new circulation 
points within the city. Access to a vehicle is a necessity. Mileage, as well as an honorarium, 
will be paid. 

The two (2) Production Directors must be available on Mondays and Tuesdays as well as 
other times during week. They are responsible for laying out pages in PageMaker and on 
the flats.

pledged to double the number of 
federal student jobs this summer. On 
the following day. Prime Minister 
Chretien stood before the House of 
Commons and challenged the 
business community to double the 
number of students they hire this 
summer to match the federal 
government's promise. He further 
challenged businesses to invest in 
creating first-time jobs for new 
graduates. "No true balance sheet 
can ignore the heavy and growing 
costs of chronic unemployment," said 
Chretien. Youth aged 15 to 24, have 
an unemployment rate of 1 6 per cent 
- 6.4 per cent higher than the national 
average according to Statistics 
Canada figures for January. Michel 
Gauthier, the new leader of the Bloc 
Quebecois, echoed Chretien's 
sentiments and called upon the 
government to increase corporate 
taxes. "Big corporations are declaring 
record profits and dismissing 
employees," he said. "Profits increase 
and jobs disappear." Last year, the 
five majorbanks cut 2,800 jobs while 
earning record profits totalling $4.9 
billion. General Motors of Canada 
similarly cut 2,500 jobs despite 
recording profits of $ 1 .4billion. Mike 
Mancinelli, the deputy chair of the 
Canadian Federation of Students 
(CFS), says he is encouraged that the 
federal government finally 
acknowledges that youth and student 
unemployment is a problem, but he 
wants the government to go further. 
"We don't want to see low-paying 
jobs and the exploitation of students 
with $12,000 a year jobs," said 
Mancinelli. "It's a band-aid solution 



. . . there should be a commitment to 
a long-term job-creation strategy." 
Mancinelli is also concerned about 
the future of education in Canada 
since the throne speech suggested the 
federal government would continue 
unloading power to the provinces. 
The speech indicates the federal 
government's desire to establish 
common "values and principles" 
instead of national standards. But 
Mancinelli says that without national 
standards in place, there would be 
nothing to keep Canada's educational 
system from eroding. "Our biggest 
concern," said Mancinelli, "is the 
government's intent to unload power 
to the provinces and abandon their 
responsibility to most of the social 
programs in Canada." Other 
highlights of the throne speech 
include. Calling a first ministers 
meeting on job creation and the social 
safety net 

- Replacing the GST and provincial 
sales taxes with a single harmonized 
federal-provincial tax 

- More "Team Canada" trade missions 
will be organized to promote trade 

- Developing a policy and regulatory 
framework for the information 
highway 

- Introducing an Endangered Species 
Protection Act 

- Establishing new national parks 
and marine conservation areas

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Do You want to go to Graduate School? 



A Guide to Issues

Numerous students have 
asked me and people in my office on 
how to go about organizing to get 
into graduate school. Occasionally 
give presentations to undergraduate 
students in which I try to provide 
hints on applications, scholarships 
and preparations in general I hope 
that putting the following guide 
together will help many more 
students. 

l.Why? 

a. Money and Career 

All empirical studies show 
that individuals who graduate with a 
Masters or a Ph.D. degree end up 
earning more than those who only 
have a college education or a 
Bachelor's degree. Unemployment 
rates are consistently lower, the higher 
the level of educational attainment. 

For most professions and 
work situations in today's fast 
changing information society people 
need to upgrade and retrain. Graduate 
schools — by their research function 
and their concern with up-to-date 
knowledge — provide the way to 
move ahead in your career in the long 
run and to maintain your professional 
standing in the short run. 

b. Research and Fun 

Among the main reasons for 
going to higher studies should be 
your desire for knowledge. Graduate 
school is a time in your life when you 
finally have the chance to thoroughly 
examine a subject, when you help to 
set your own research agenda, when 
you work closely with someone 
pursing new ideas and new ways of 
thinking. The chance to follow your 
curiosity and to help create knowledge 
is as important in graduate school as 
learning what others have found. 

2. Where? 

Deciding on where to study 
is difficult. Should you go to a big 
school where there are lots of other 
graduate students or to a small one 
where you will get more attention? 
Should you be concerned about access 
to equipment and labs? How do you 
find out what specializations are 
available where? 

I think you have to weigh 
the pros and cons of large vs. small 
school according to how they suit 
your personality. Do you want and 
need a lot of guidance? — then opt 
more for small schools. Do you really 
like to work more on your own but 
want more resources readily 
available? — then think big. 

One important 

consideration for full-time, thesis- 
related study is to decide with whom 
you are going to work. You could 
begin by asking your professors for 
their recommendations in an area of 
specialization that interests you. You 
could ask if they know the person 
well enough to know if that individual 



is helpful to students or if submitted 
work is never returned and no advice 
offered? Or ask yourself: who among 
those whose books and articles you 
have read would you like to work 
with. Then find out where they are by 
looking at lists of contributors to 
books, or on the Internet or at the end 
of articles. Write them and ask 
whether they are taking on students, 
whetherthey would supervise a thesis 
or woric in an area that interests you. 
Most will reply. 

Once you have some leads, 
study the calendars of about 10 
prospective schools (i.e., those which 
have professors or specializations that 
interest you or where you think you 
can afford to go or that will probably 
admit you)? 

Laurentian has calendars 
fi-om all the graduate schools in the 
country and from many abroad. You 
will find them in various places. The 
two most accessible are in the Student 
Centre (sometimes the set is 
incomplete because students walk 
away with the only copy the office 
has) and the Library. The Library has 
a fiche version which is usually the 
most complete. You can also obtain 
calendars by writing to the school in 
which you are interested. Laurentian 's 
calendar is available at the School of 
Graduate Studies (8th floor) or from 
the Admissions Office. In addition, 
many universities have information 
on graduate programs and faculty 
available on the World Wide Web. 

3. When? 

You can apply to most 
schools throughout the year but some 
have deadlines for specific programs. 
Most smaller schools allow 
applications until registration time 
but you have less chance of financial 
support the later your apply. 

You should apply early in 
the year — December through 
February for the coming fall term. 
But you should think well ahead, ie in 
second and third year of an 
undergraduate program because your 
marks from those years will be crucial 
to how you are evaluated. Most 
schools require a minimum of a B 
average to be admitted and many 
programs have higher admission 
standards. 

You need to rememberthat deadlines 
for the major scholarships are in the 
fall of the last, i.e., usually the fourth 
year that you are an undergraduate. 



4. What you need to apply? 

Once you have sorted your 
list of where you want to go down to 
about three or four places, write to the 
Admissions Office or the specific 
Department of where you want to go. 
When you receive Application forms 
you will find that nearly all require an 
application fee — from about $35 to 
$100. In addition to filling in the 
application form to be submitted with 
a transcript you need to identify three 
persons who can be asked to supply 
references. 

5. What monies are available to 
support you? 



Since tuition is going to be 
about $3500 to $4000 per year next 
year atmostOntario graduate schools 
and you need additional monies to 
live, try to save money from summer 
work, apply for OS AP and be nice to 
your parents. 

The best support for 
graduate studies is an Ontario 
Graduate Scholarship. You receive 
about $ 1 2,000 per year but yOu have 
to have maintained an overall average 
of at least 80% average during each 
of your last two years of study before 
applying, ie in your second and third 
years of university. The Natural 
Science and Engineering Research 
Council (NSERC) also offers Masters 
scholarships at about $15,000 for 
students in biological (including 
psychology), natural and physical 
(including geography) sciences plus 
engineering; again you need an A- 
average. Deadlines for these 
scholarships are usually in October 
of the year before you take up the 
award next fall. 

Most universities offer 
graduate students some financial 
support in the form of Graduate 
Teaching Assistantships (GTAs). At 
masters level they are usually 
restricted to one or two years; at Ph.D. 
to four years. They vary from 
university to university; Laurentian 
offers about the average at $6630 per 
the 8 month teaching year with a 
maximum of two years' support for 
masters. The GTA is tied to the 
teaching year because recipients have 
to work an average of 10 hours a 
week (helping with labs, tutorials, 
marking). You have to be studying 
full time and not working at another 
job to receive a GTA. 

In addition, all universities 
have scholarships and some have 
bursaries. Scholarships are for 
students with a very high academic 
record and may be awarded by the 
university or the department. 
Bursaries are for proven need and 
rarely given to first-year students. 
You have to look through the 
calendars of the various universities 
to see what special 
scholarships they 
offer for specific 
areas of research or 
specific kinds of 
people. 



Laurentian has 
fewer endowed 
scholarships than 
many of the larger, 
older universities 
but more than some 
of the other smaller 
Ontario schools. 
Laurentian also 
offers a Summer 
Fellowship to 
students doing a 
research program, 
i.e., thesis with 
external examiner. 
This is worth over 
$2000 and is 
provided once 
during the first 
summer following 
your first two 
academic terms of 
study to help support 
thesis work. In some 



programs, such as Engineering, 
Laurentian has created work 
scholarships with Inco and 
Falconbridge whereby students 
receive much higher support but have 
to work on a research topic of interest 
to those firms. Similar and other 
endowed scholarships are being 
sought by all the universities. 

How to get a good reference? 

Whether you are going to 
graduate school or applying for 
scholarships, you will need 
references. (As an aside: You will 
also need good reference to obtain 
work whether you go to graduate 
school or not.) So how do you get the 
best reference? 

If you simply go to a 
professor with a form from a graduate 
school or an address of employer to 
ask for a reference you will get a 
reference, but not necessarily a good 
one. I request three things from a 
student who asks me for a reference: 
1) a statement of what that person's 
objectives are, especially with regard 
to their future studies or work 2) a 
transcript so as to see what the student 
has done in courses other than mine 
3) a statement of strengths and 
weaknesses. As part of the first the 
student might want to include some 
concrete examples which guide me 
when I write the reference and try to 
estimate how suited the individual is 
for his or her ambitions. As part of 
the third the student might refer to 
specific pieces of work done for me 
or others so that I can in the reference 
make out a special case. 

You should also consider 
from whom you get references. For 
major scholarships and entrance to 
graduate schools, a reference is 
carefully scrutinized. If it comes 
from someone known to give the 
same reference to every student, i.e., 
you are the best student ever seen 
without concrete details, the reference 
has little credibility; if it comes from 
someone whose name does not even 
appear in a listing of faculty 



publications or the library catalogue 
then rethink using that person 
(because your credibility is tied to 
their academic record).

For 
those offered via the departments 
consult the calendar and the 
department. 

At present Laurentian has 335 
graduate students; about 1 74 are part 
time and 161 full time students.

Laurentian University is 
pleased to announce six names of 
distinguished citizens who will be 
the recipients of honorary degrees at 
the Spring 1996 Convocations: Alex 
Bauman, Michel Chretien, Judy 
Erola, Frank Pickard, Wan Pu and 
Alan Quemey. 

Alex Bauman 

Many of you may remember 
AlexBauman from the 1984Summer 
Olympics in Los Angeles. He is 
probably one of the most successful 
swimmers in Canadian history, setting 
three world records in the 200-meter 
individual medley, and two in the 
400-meter individual medley. It was 
while he was a student at Laurentian 
that he won his two Olympic gold 
medals and was the flag-bearer for 
the Canadian Olympic team. 

In a span of four years, 
between 1982 and 1986, Alex 
Bauman won 1 3 international medals, 
including gold medals at the 
Commonwealth games in Edmonton 
and Brisbane, Australia, and the 
World Championships in Rome. He 
is a well-known Sudburian who 
graduated cum laude with a B.A. in 
Political Science from Laurentian. In 
1983-84 and again in 1986-87 
Bauman was the LU Male Athlete of 
the Year and in 1 994 he was inducted 
into the Laurentian University 
Alumni Voyageur Hall of Fame. 
Presently, he is pursuing his Ph.D. in 
Sydney Australia.

Michel Chretien 

Michel Chretien trained as 
aphysician, and specialized in internal 
medicine and endochronology.

After receiving his medical 
degree from the University de 
Montreal in 1960, he pursued post- 
graduate studies at the Hotel-Dieu 
Hospital, McGill University , Harvard 
University and the University of 
California at Berkeley.

He was also honorary President of 
the 1987Pan-American Congress of 
Biochemistry.

So it happened again. Yet 
another group of people, convinced 
that they were right, stormed the 
legislature and fought with police. 
According to news reports, 
approximately $10 000 damage was 
done to the lobby of the legislature, 
two policemen were injured and four 
students charged. 

I'm not going to discuss 
conspiracy theories. Someone told 
me that Lowell Green believes that 
members of International Socialist 
were the 'brains' behind the operation. 
They started the protest and initiated 
the violence and all those educated 
students merely jumped on the 
bandwagon. While I have heard of 
many cases of International Socialist 
members 'hiring' themselves out for 
a protest, that's not what I'm going to 
discuss either. 

Watching the news of that 
night, I heard one educated student 
explain his actions in the protest. 



After being told by the reporter that 
Harris hadn't even been in the 
building at the time, he declared in 
revolutionary manner, "I don't care. 
I don't care what happened. I did 
what I did to protest this government. 
To protest the fact that they aren't 
giving us a future, a job, and security." 
I've discussed this attitude before so 
that isn't the thrust of this piece either. 

What I am going to discuss 
is the use of violence in this free 
society. By using violence instead of 
rational discussion, those students 
negated everyone's rights in this 
country. In this society, we have given 
a monopoly of force to our 
government so they can protect our 
rights. Violence used, be it physical 
or coercive, is the antithesis of 
freedom. What those students did 
was not simply get out of hand, they 
committed the worst crime a free 
society can suffer. 

I know some of you (and 
you know what you are) will say, 
"But Gord, those students were driven 
to it by the policies of the Harris 
government. You can't expect them 
to take this lying down!". A cheap 
non-argument, and one that attempts 
to legitimize violence and the non- 



use of the mind. An argument that 
only supports anarchy. 

You know my beliefs. 
Would it have been legitimate for me 
to commit acts of violence to attempt 
to further my goals while the New 
Democrats were in power? Ignoring 
the fact that anyone thinking like me 
couldn't perform these acts, should I 
have rounded up people who support 
laissez-faire capitalism, individual 
rights and an opposition to leftist 
political parties and stormed the 
legislature? I was just as frustrated 
seeing my province being destroyed 
as those students were. Would I have 
been right? Of course not. 

I suspect that some students 
at that protest abhorred what was 
going on.

If you decide that 
violence is your only means of 
discussion then you have already 
given us the victory, whether you 
know itornot. The tactics of violence 
always fail in the end, and they will 

fail in Ontario.

Judge Brian Saunderson has given a 
B.C. man who pleaded guilty to 
possessing child pornography an 
absolute discharge. Saunderson stated 
that the law violates the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms.

■guilty and told Logan's lawyer that 
the law banning child pornography 
ought to be challenged. 

Perhaps in Saunderson's 
zeal to protect Logan's 'right' to 
possess child pornography he forgot 
about someone else's, namely the 
children who were used in the 
pornography. This sort of 
pornography is the most vile sort 
imaginable and is created by ignoring 
a child's right.

AS "Solidarity Forever" rang 
through the crowd, they felt 
right about the situation in a 
strange kind of way. After weeks of 
negotiations it had come to a virtual 
standstill. 

The shouting on the picket 
lines drowns out the past and the 
signs are held up in the air, the 
province's civil servants strike. After 
much negotiations OPSEU and the 
Ontario government were unable to 
come to an agreement. The truth of 
the matter is that the Harris 
government brought it on itself. 

After the Tories took power 
there have been numerous protests 
but nothing like this. For the first 
time in history civil servants have 
gone on strike. The government does 
not seem seem ready to break. The 
strike will most likely last for a few 
months as neither side is ready to 
budge. There also seems to be 
divisions in the union and the 
government. 

But where the real divisions 
is in public support. Why should we 
support a strike of overpaid and 
underworiced civil servants? Isn't it 
a good to loose over twelve thousand 
of them? A boost for the deficit 
maybe? Actually government 
employees are not overpaid and 
definitely not underworked. OPSEU 
can win this battle and those out there 
who think they can 't has got to realize 
what is really at stake here. 

The strikers are not the ones 
in need of a reality check but the 
government. Since when is it so 
wrong to stand up for your rights for 



job security. Something the Tories 
want to take away from the people 
who provide important services to 
the public. 

The way the government 
has handled the strike is one of great 
contradictions. Dave Johnson, Chair 
of the Management Board has been 
quite inconsistent in his statements. 
If the government attempts to 
legislate the strikers back or to bring 
in replacement workers there will be 
alot more violence and unrest on the 
picket line. 

Since the repealing of the 
most progressive labour law in the 
Americas, Bill 40, through Bill 7 the 
security of workers in Ontario has 
been put into question. Is this fair? 
Why wouldn't it be? Well, it isn't 
simply because of the right to strike 
fairly. 

OPSEU reserves the right 
to strike if the offer from the province 
is not satisfactory to its members. 
66% of its members voted in favor of 
rejecting the offer. That is a 
substantial percentage. 

So who is right in all of 
this? The government or the union? 
I'm not going to try convince you 
that its OPSEU who is the one that is 
correct. Simply consider this while 
trying to figure all of this out: these 
are the people who deliver the 
services. They know where the waste 
is and what services should not be 
affected by government cuts or 
layoffs. 

This strike is about much 
more than a collective agreement that 
is needed now that the Social Contract 
is over. Its about the track record of 
the present provincial government. 
Thanks but no thanks Mike! 
Solidarity!

Is this in keeping with 
Capitalist principles? Yes, the union 



has earned the right to monopolize 
the labor force, and thus holds the 
right to withhold its labor. This is 
known in the business world as an 
"earned monopoly." Big businesses 
like Ticketmaster do this all the time. 
If a big arena refuses to deal solely 
with Ticketmaster, Ticketmaster 
withholds popular bands from the 
arena. Conversely, if smaller bands 
don't sign on with Ticketmaster, 
Ticketmaster makes it impossible for 
these bands to play big arenas and 
stadiums signed contracted to 
Ticketmaster. Hence, Ticketmaster 
holds an "earned monopoly" over 
live musical entertainment — the 
heroic exception being Pearl Jam. 
Similarly, all unions do is play the 
part of Ticketmaster with their 
"earned monopoly" over the labor 
pool. 

But what is particularly 
interesting in this system is when a 
Socialist government is elected to 
govern. Ah well, just consider it a 
"hostile corporate takeover" on the 
part of the unions. In other words, 
with two or more socialist 
governments, the union have now 
diversified their multinational 
cor[56fatt6if Jhd extended their earned 
monopoly into new markets. As for 
the shareholders in this new socialist 
government, the majority of the 
electorate, they receive their 
dividends through increased 
governmental services. 

Ridiculous? Probably, but 
so is this entire idea of Capitalism 
versus Communism. In the end, 
they're both flip sides of acounterfeit 
coin.

There has been nothing but 
praise for this movie since it opened 
in January. The Toronto Star called 
it "a powerful, funny Canadian 
triumph" and gave it four stars. The 
Globe and Mail called it "an 
intellectual and sensual pleasure." It 
has also won six Genie Awards and 
took the coveted best film award at 
three different film festivals. 
However, all the critical acclaim in 
the world does not a film make. 
Audience response has also been 
overwhelming for this film and it 
sold out at all its recent showings at 
Cinescreen.

Shot mostly on location in 
Cape Breton, this is a "fairly simple 
story of one family in 1940's Glace 
Bay, where most people have lost a 
loved one to the mines."

Helena Bonham Carter,

If you were cruising the 
Internet February 10, you may have 
noticed a number of pages that had 
black backgrounds. The backgrounds 
were a symbol of protest over what 
has now been called "Black 
Thursday" around the Internet. U.S. 
President Clinton signed into law the 
1996 Telecommunications Reform 
Bill, and with it the Communications 




Decency Act which will attempt to 
remove obscene materials from the 
Internet. 

Nearly 1 300 pages 
participated in the day of protest over 
the signing, including Yahoo!, 
Webcrawler and Infoseek, three of 
the largest top five search engines. 
Explaining their participation in the 
protest Yahoo! stated, "Yahoo! has 
turned its pages black for 48 hours in 
support of the Coalition to Stop Net 
Censorship. Today, President Clinton 
signed legislation that includes a 
provision which limits freedom of 
expression on the Internet. With this 
act, the very same materials which 
are legally available today in book 
stores and libraries could be illegal if 
posted on World Wide Web sites or 
USENET news groups. The Coalition 
to Stop Net Censorship is asking 
everyone, everywhere to turn their 
World Wide Web pages black until 
1 1 a.m. EST on February 10 to show 
just how many people will be affected

by this legislation." 

While the Communications 
Decency Act is a small part of the 
huge Telecommunications Reform 
Bill, it is generally the small parts in 
legislation that cause the most trouble 
for freedoms. While advocates of the 
CDA state their prime motivation is 
to block obscene and pornographic 
images from being accessed by 
children, it is interesting to note that 
the CDA largely deals with the 
communication that adults engage 
in. 

Remember also, that the 
criminals in the United States are not 
just Internet Service Providers who 
have pornographic images or contain 
language that could be considered 
obscene (anything from sexually 
explicit AIDS information to words 
in common usage in Laurentian's 
hallways), but users themselves also 
fall under the net of the CDA. If an 
American posts something in a news 
group that could be considered 
obscene, then they can be charged 
under this law and face two years in 
prison and a $250 000 fine. 

You may be diinking that 
this only concerns Americans, and 
you would be entirely wrong. The 
Internet is a network, and what 
happens in the United States affects 
the entire world. Information 
previously available from the United 
States now goes underground, gets 
set up in another country, or just 
disappears. As I pointed out in my 
recent story 

"www.sodom&gomorrah.com?", 
Justic'e Minister Alan Rock has 
publicly declared that he aims "to 
establish limits on the use of the 



Internet and other forms of 
communication." Our government is 
right now working on steps to 
duplicate the CDA. 

The minor controversy 
about the images that were included 
with "www.sodom&gomorrah 
.com?" only shows you that 
differences in opinion do exist. I met 
a number of people, both male and 
female, who had no problem with the 
images what-so-ever, and understood 
their ultimate point. The problem? 
They didn't say a thing. When 
Canadians start to fight the same battle 
nationwide, let's not do the same. 

It is interesting to note that 
February 21 was the 50th anniversary 
of the introduction of the electronic 
computer. Whether you own or use 
one or not, the computer is changing 
your life daily. While some would 
disagree, the computer has 
empowered all of us, giving us the 
ability to do things that we could not 
do before. The Internet allows us to 
publish our thoughts so that up to 20 
million people can read them. It is 



ironic that just a few days before the 
anniversary one country instituted 

limits on the use of this technology.

The Fight Kordic 
Really Lost

It was hard not to notice 
John Kordic on the ice. His physical 
presence led credibility to the claim 
that messing with his teammates 
would inevitably lead to a 
confrontation with him, one that many 
hockey players avoided. The fans 
loved him, often chanting his name. 
One fan once held up a sign with the 
words "Kordic is God". While that 
may have not been true in the literal 
sense, he certainly received enough 
adulation to give some credence to 
those words. 

Few incidents in hockey 
history have created as much 
controversy as John Kordic's death. 
On August 8, 1992, after battling 10 
Qu6b6c police officers, alcoholism, 
an addiction to cocaine and massive 
steroid abuse, Kordic died in room 
205 of the Hotel Maxim of cardiac 
arrest. That began the second longest 
public inquest in Quebec history, 
heightened awareness of drug abuse 
in sports and questions like how come 
no one noticed what was going on? 

The John Kordic Story. The 
Fight of his Life is a fast moving look 
at John Kordic, from his early days, 
to his battles with substance abuse 
and ultimately his death, and the 
response to it by athletes, the sport of 
hockey itself and fans. Through many 
interviews with people who knew 
Kordic, Zwolinski managed to craft 
an excellent book about an often 
misunderstood man. 

Though known primarily as 
an enforcer in hockey, most do not 
know that Kordic was an competent 
hockey player who made quite a 
splash in junior hockey as a tough 
talented hockey player. He was a 
hard working player who impressed 
everyone who saw him play. He may 
have been known for using his fists, 
Kordic himself was initially afraid of 
fighting and didn't want 
disappoint his parents by 
engaging in it. 

Other human 
touches are also made 
known through 

Zwolinski's narrative, his 
kindness to many people, 
his loyalty to the teams and 
players he played with. 
Several stories in particular 
leap out, such as the alleged 
beating he gave Gary 



Leeman for having an extra-marital 
affair with Al lafi^te's wife, or the 
time Claude Lemieux physically 
threatened then Montreal coach Jean 
Perron. Although Kordic and Perron 
did not have a good relationship, 
Kordic intervened to Perron's 
surprise. Kordic was also heavily 
involved in helping the handicapped, 
especially children. 

But the book also relates the 
darker side of Kordic, .his addiction 
to cocaine which he started using 
while with the Montreal Canadiens, 
the off-ice confrontations with anyone 
who set him off, his womanizing, his 
steroid induced instability and his 
alcoholism. In the later stages of the 
book one repeatedly gets the feeling 
that John Kordic couldn't have lived 
for long. 

The manner of Kordic's 
death prompted many to declare him 
as nothing but a goon, one who abused 
everything and one. But what this 
book does is show that everyone does 
indeed have two sides. As 77ie John 
Kordic Story amply proves, Kordic 
was one of those whocouldn'tcontrol 
his dark side and suffered the greatest 
penalty. But the loss doesn't 
extinguish the fact that he was a man 
who had his humane side, one that 
many saw in private. 

Zwolinski's book is an 
excellent look at a tragedy that to this 
day is unresolved in the minds of 
many who do not believe the official 
version as presented by the 
Qu6b6c authorities. It is a 
worthwhile read for those 
who were John Kordic fans 
(as I still am) or even for 
those who only have a 
passing interest in hockey. 
It isn't so much the story 
of a hockey player as it 
was a troubled man.

Ay caramba! Vamonos, 
amigos, let's begin with the latest 
soccer news. 

In Holland, Dutch First 
Division side Go Ahead Eagles' 
latest signing, Nigerian defender 
Kingsley Obiekulu, has been ruled 
out indefinitely... after contracting 
malaria. Obiekulu, who had to wait 
three months for a work permit in 
Holland, caught the fever during a 
short holiday in Nigeria. He admitted 
that he had forgotten to take the 
recommended malaria tablets. The 
Nigerian, who has made only three 
brief appearances for the club, all as 
substitute, is being treated in De venter 
hospital, with no indication of when 
he will be fit to return. As long-term 
injuries go, this one could take some 
beating. 

In England, Faustino 
Asprilla's transfer from Parma to 
Newcastle was on hold until the 
Colombian obtained a work permit. 

In Italy, forget Vialli, Weah, 
and Stoichkov.

Bari win promotion to the top-flight 
two years ago, all his football had 
been played in Italy's Second and 
Third Divisions. But he seems to be a 
fast learner and this term has turned 
out to be his most productive ever, 
and he has constantly embarrassed 
defenders with his power, guile, and 
opportunism... Italy's 3-0 defeat of 
Wales at Temi in a January splash- 
about (the match was played on a 
rainsoaked quasi-quagmire) probably 
told us little new about the side but it 
did at least confirm one long-held 
suspicion. Namely, Roberto Baggio 
is one player NOT guaranteed a place 
in the first choice Italian team for this 
summer's European Championships. 
Worse still, Baggio may not even 
make the 20-man final squad. Italian 
coach Arrigo Sacchi clearly believes 
that Parma's Gianfranco Zola offers 
him better guarantees in the Baggio 
role. With such players as Fabrizio 
Ravanelli (Juventus), Pierluigi 
Casiraghi (Lazio), and Alessandro 
Del Piero (Juventus) all now 
considered certain Euro '96 starters, 
Roberto Baggio finds himself in 
competition with Giuseppe Signori 
(Lazio) and Marco Simone (Milan) 
for the place of fifth forward. 

In Spain, managerial 
musical chairs have been a routine 
this season: Jose Manual Novoa for 
Ricardo Rezza at Gijon; Fernando 
Yosu for Vicente Miera at Santander; 
Javier Irureta for Salva Iriarte at Real 
Sociedad; Uruguayan Victor 
Esparrago for Juan Carlos Alvarez at 
Se villa; and Arsenio Iglesias for Jorge 
Valdano... Real Valladolid fired 
Rafael Benitez after a 5-2 home defeat 
by Valencia. Valladolid hope to 
appoint Chilean Vicente Cantatore, 



who coached the club during the 
1980's, as their new boss. 

In Uruguay, Enzo 
Francescoli, the Uruguayan 
international, was voted South 
America's top player of 1995 in the 
Montevideo newspaper El Pais 
annual poll of 180 sports editors. 

In Argentina, international 
striker Ramon Medina Bello re turned 
to River Plate from Japan's 
Yokohama Marinos for $600 000. 

In Lebanon, Lebanese giants 
Al Ansar are en route to record an 
unprecedented eighth consecutive 
title. At the halfway stage of 1995- 
96, they had dropped only five points 
in 1 3 matches. They were seven points 
ahead of Al Safa. 

In the United Arab Emirates, 
international midfielder Khaled 
Ismail of Al Nasr, scorer of the only 
goal for the United Arab Emirates in 
the 1 990 Worid Cup, has retired from 
the international scene, after 78 caps. 

In North and South Korea, 
North Korea has made a surprise bid 
to co-host the 2002 Worid Cup finals 
with South Korea. The two countries 
are still technically at war, but South 
Korean federation officials have 
welcomed the North's offer. "We 
have always said that, with FIFA's 
agreement, the staging of part of the 
tournament in North Korea could 
make a major contribution to Korean 
unificaation and world peace, " said 
Song Young-Shik of the South 
Korean 2002 bidding committee. 

In Japan, Pierre Littbarski 
is coming out of retirement to play 
for Brummel Sendai in the Japan 
Football League. Brummel became 
the J. League's newest affiliate 
members in November and can expect 



promotion to the J.League if they 
finish in the top two.

Laurentian's Men's Swimming team took fourth place in the 
province after a great performance at the OUAA swimming championships. 
The meet, held at Brock University, was a resounding success as the Vees 
moved up a place from last year's final. 

Despite fielding a team that was much smaller than most of the other 
schools (13 swimmers as opposed to the maximum of 18), Laurentian 
managed to hold their own against traditional powerhouses like the University 
of Toronto and McMaster University. The Vees came together as a team and 
just missed taking third place. In the end, the Vees finished about sixteen 
points behind third place Guelph University and about ten points ahead of the 
University of Western Ontario team. 

Highlights of the weekend included Dave Chisholm placing second 
in the 1 500m freestyle. Philippe Voisard placed second in the 200m butterfly 
and fifth in the 200m freestyle. Jon Howard placed sixth in the 200m 
freestyle. Bill Dewland and Chris Churchill placing seventh and eighth 
respectively in the 200m individual medley. Jason Wicke placed eighth in the 
200m butterfly, qualifying him for the CIAU championships. Brad Johnson 
came seventh in the 100m freestyle. The 4 x 200m freestyle relay teams did 
extremely well with the A team finishing third and the B team finishing fifth. 
The 4 X 100m freestyle teams also did well with the A team finishing in third 
place and the B team finishing in sixth place. The 4 x 100m butterfly A team 
finished in eighth place. 

Depth and team spirit were both big reasons for the Aqua Vees' 
exceptional performance. Assistant Coach Jamie Bretzlaff says that "Our 
depth really came through at the OUAA's. . . I was really pleased. We had 
exceptional performances from many of our members." Shawn Jarvis 
thought that "the team as a whole swam really well. We had some great 
individual swims from just about everyone." Philippe Voisard agreed. "We 
did a very good job as a team and individually. . . The team spirit was so high 
it was amazing.

In addition to placing fourth overall, the meet saw three more 
swimmers (Jason Wicke, Jon Howard,, and Bill Dewland) qualify for the 
CIAU championships. This brings the total number of CIAU qualifiers to 
seven. The Aqua Vees hope to improve their performance next year when the 
OUAA championships will be held here at Laurentian. 
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
